Centre Hastings 


receives $440,880 ‘; 


Four municipalities 
in Centre Hastings will re- 
ceive $440,880 as their 
share of an expanded Mu- 
nicipal Restructuring Fund, 
Harry Danford, MPP for 
Hastings-Peterborough an- 
nounced on March 30. The 
Municipality of Tweed will 
receive $162,494. The 
Township of Stirling- 
Rawdon will receive 
$116,536. The Municipal- 
ity of Centre Hastings will 
_ receive $149,850 and the 

Township of Marmora and 
Lake will receive $10,000. 

While restructuring 
can pay huge dividends in 
the long term, it often in- 
volves initial costs that must 


be covered in order to find 
those long termsavings. The 
Municipal Restructuring 
Fund ts intended to help 
cover these costs. 

When the fund was 
announced in December of 
1997, the total amount was 
‘sel at $50 million. The gov- 
emment said municipalities 
would receive up to 75 per 
cent of eligible expendi- 
tures. Mr. Danford said the 

deniand was greater than 
the government expected. 
so the fund was increased 
by more than $20 million to 
meet municipal needs. All

Students will build ''Natural Bridges" to workplace

As reported in last 
‘ week's newspaper a new 
project 1s in bloom at Cen- 
tre Hastings Secondary 
School and North Hastings 
High School that will ben- 
efit not only the, “students 
but the community around 
the schools. 

The course, which ts 
being called “Natural 
Bridges”. will prepare stu- 
dents for jobs in the future 
by giving them a hands-on 
approach to jobs in the en- 
vironment and will alse pro- 
vide them with contacts in 
such fields as well as teach 
them the necessary skills 
for such jobs. 

Students will benefit 
from this course by having the 
opportunity to participate in 
relevant programs and work 
placements which facilitate 
the transition from school 
to work, 

“Something | really 
try to stress,” said Bill 
Mitchell, teacher at Centre 
Hastings Secondary School, 
“is the reality of the 
workplace, ‘Wherever the 
students are, whether it be 
in the classrO0m or out of 
the classroom, it's ex- 
tremely extensive. 

Principal Jan Hay 
said this is a program that 
will see students doing what 


a lot of people want to see 
students doing, getting real 
experience for jobs. 


“We're talking part- 
nership and employment 
opportunities,” said Hay. 


Rod Malloy, chair of 
the Bancrottand Area Stew- 
ardship Council. said the 
council became involved in 
this project because they are 
interested in supplying an 
interface with local busi 
NESSes 


“If we do this right” 
said Malloy, “we'll be the 
envy of a lot of communt- 
ties. The need will grow for 
these types of programs.” 


One interesting 4as- 
pect of the program in the 


Bancroft area is that the coni- - 


munity will decide what 
projects need to be done by 
the students. The Banerolt 
Area Stewardship Council 
is made up of focal 
businesses,people in tpur- 
ism, conservation and Min- 
istry of Natural Resources 
so these people will decide 
what programs would be 
beneficial to the students 
and would then inform the 
teachers of what projects 
could be done. 


Carl Ziebarth., 


teacher at North Hastings 
High School, said the local 
businesses are “one hun- 
dred per-cent in support of 
the program. If we need 
supplies businesses are 
great by providing the nec 
essary equipment.” 
Ziebarth pointed out that the 
M.N.R. have been in great 
support by lending vehicles 
when they are needed. 


“The students are 
vetting legitimate tramimg 
by businesses in the com- 
munity that will hire them 
inthe fulure.” Ziebarth said 


Centre and North 
Hastings schools are the 
lead schools in this project.

Ene Parsons, Char 
of Hastings‘ and Prince 
Edward District School 
Bourd, said the program will 
gel students “into an envi- 
ronment that gives them 
knowledge and skills they 
wouldn't generally have.” 


Pursons, pointing out 
that the program 1s locally 
generated, said, “his un 
dertaking shows why there 
needs to be local control of 
schools.”

“The Muniei- 
pal Restructuring Fund ts 
one of the wavs in which 
the government supports 
these important efforts,” 

Phe funds wall be 
used by restructuring mu- 
nicipalities to help cover 
restructuring Costs such as 
labour adjustment costs, 
special election costs, or 
costs associated with ante- 
grating computer systems. 

Since municipalities 
were given more flexibility 
to build local restructuring 
solutions under the Munici-' 
pal Act as amended by the 
Savings and Restructuring 
Act, 85 restructuring pro- 
posals have been approved, 
bringing the number of 
municipalities in Ontario 
from 815 to 593.

The 
mostdisabled was a45-y ear 
old quadriplegic with two 
teen-age children whoalter 
nated in putting bites of food 
in his mouth 

Likely their procedure 
allowed all three to be fin 
ished eating at the same time 
The quad had been in an 
accident a year ago. He was 
inasmallerelectric chair but 
because of brain damage he 
had nospeech. His wife sailed 
100. 

I thought of two quads I 
know, Gary MceMackin of 
Trent River and Connie 
Burns of Belleville. Neither 
is brain damaged and each is 
most resourceful. Rick, our 
40-year-old disabled son, had 
a cabin next to ours. Ra‘ 
Anne and theirtwochiliren 
were on level nine. [twas the 
second time three genera- 
tions of Richardsons had 
cruised together. 

Likely the mostchalleng- 
ing part was carpets.

Flooding a concern 
for river residents 


lhe Lower Trent Conservation is advising residents and 
municipalities located along the Trent Ris erosthe potential 
for flooding during the next week. 

Water levels along the lower section of the basin (Rice 
Lake tothe Bay of Quinte) will gradually increase through 
the week. Further increases were expected by Friday of this 
week and into the weekend as the effects of snow melt and 
precipitation over the upper reaches of the Trent River 
drainage basin (including the Haliburton and Kawartha 
Lakes areas) move downstream through the river system. 

Residents living along the Trent River, specifically inthe 
Percy Reach and Glen Ross to Frankford areas, are urged 
to pay close attention to water conditions. High waterlevels 
could cause flooding g problems to driveways, access roads 
or buildings located in low- -lying areas. 

There are currently no erosion or flooding concerns 
along the Lake Ontario shoreline as the predictred strong 
south est winds had not materialized by late this week. No 
problems are anticipated along small watercourses suchas 
Cold, Rawdonand Mill Creeks, but increases in water levels 
will occur during periods of heavy Whunderstorms. 

Conservation staff will continue to monitor water levels 
throughout the spring period in conjunction with the Trent- 
Severn Waterway. Anyone with concerns about flooding 
can eall Lower Trent Conservation at (613) 394-4829.

In the home, the three 
top air pollutants’ are: 
inchlorethylenes, found in 
plants, adhesives, cleaning 
solvents, varnishes, caus- 
ing liver damage, formal- 

» dehyde, found in inks, oils, 
paints, plastics, foam insu- 
lation, particle board, facial 
tissues, grocery bags caus- 
ing liver and kidney dam- 
ageyand benzene found in 
gasoline, cleaning solvents, 
etc. 

, These noxious fumes 
may be lowered by allow- 
ing the toxins in a product to 
dissipate before using it in 
the home (the “green build- 
ing” concept), by bringing 
in and circulating fresh, 
outside air, by designing 
buildings and furnishings 
with lower emissions. 

House plants are another 
way to lessen the effect of 
air pollution, they are truly 
living air purifiers. Most

house plants’ ongimated in 
tropical forests. 

Plants are the only living 
creatures able to produce 
their own food. The proc- 
ess, known as photos ynthe- 
sis (which includes respira- 
tion and transpiration), in- 
volves the chemical con- 
version of carbon dioxide 
into carbohydrates and back 
into pure oxygen. During 
the transpiration process, 
the. stomata (openings) on: 
the underside of the leaf 
draw in air vapours which 
are then transported to the 
root system, where mi- 
crobes. make some of the 
organic substances avail- 
able as plant food. 

Some plants are more 
efficient at removing air- 
borne toxins than others, as 
Glenn indicated in some 
examples rated on a scale 
of | (poor) to 10 (excel- 
lent). 

Palm (8) will remove 
most indoor air toxins; 

Rubber plant, English 
ivy, Boston fem, florists’ 
mums, Drac3ena, corn plant 
(9) are all effective at re- 
moving formaldehyde; 

Peace lily will remove 
acetone, benzene formalde- 
hyde and trichlonethylene; 
and tulips, rated 7, will re- 
move formaldehyde. 
xylene, and ammonia. 

Other plants and their 
ratings include: date palm, 
weeping lig (8); 
Dieffenbachia, orchids (7); 
spider plant, Philodendron, 
Azalea (6); Pothos (5). 

But. no plant thrives if it 
is subjected to pests, 
Glenn gave some hints on 
spotting trouble - leaf sticki- 
ness, leal yellowness (un- 
less at the bottom), leaf crin- 
kling, webs in the axils, ac- 
tually sighting the insect. 
Prenution and cures include 
segregating new plants for 
a while to ensure they are 
pest free, washing new 
plants in soap and water, 
also wash pots when trans- 
porting or re-potting. 

If the insect is visible, 
take care of scale by pulling 
them off and using a soap 
solution every 4-5 days. 
White plies can be caught 
by using the yellow sticky 
tabs found al garden cen- 
tres. Most insects can be 
taken care of by using a 
systematic product, also 
from a garden centre.

Asphalt shingles for 
piiched roots come in vary 
inv devrees of durabilits 
Some are guaranteed tor 
only 19 to ES years, while 
others are guaranteed for 
up to.

Shingles and slates 
form a walerprool cover- 
ing because they are 1n- 
stalled so the shingles over- 
lap the row of shingles be- 
low them. The second row 
starts in the middle and on 
top of the first row. This 
means that the joint between 
each shingle in phe first row 
is covered by the bottom of 
the shingle in the second 
row und so on, 

Asphalt shingles are 
destened to be held in place 
two ways. Thev are nailed 
mi place at the top of the 
shingle and on cach cornet 
at the bottom ot the shingle 
there isan adhesive tab that 
holds it tothe course of shin- 
gles under it. The adhesive 
tabs melt with the sun and 
bond to the shingles they

Shingles are pro- 
tected by a granular coating 
of crushed stone on their 


surface. This. helps to re- 
flect the ultraviolet fays of 
the sun from the shingle. 
Without the coating, UV 
rays would attack the 4as- 
phalt and cause it to dete- 
riorate. 

While mdividual 
shingles can sometumes lose 
their grip and need to be 
replaced, shingles usually 
only need to be replaced at 
the end of their lifespan. It 
iseasy totell when this hap- 
pens. The adhesive bond on 
the comers breaks down and 
the shingles start to lose their 
granular coating. Eventu 
ally they start to warp and 
curl, At this pomte thes 
should be replac cd 

Individual shingles 
someiimes need to be re 
pluced because they have 
come loose ina high storm 
or because atree branch hus 
rubbed ugamst them. Any 
branches that rub against a 
roof should be trimmed off. 

On both tlat and 
peaked roofs the flashing 
should be checked annu- 
ally. Flashing is the metal 
used to join two sepurate 


Your roof may need attention 


It is imperative to 
keep it in ‘good order. It 
should be kept well caulked 
and painted with a paint de- 
signed for metal surfaces 
on aregular basis. Any signs 
Of rust should be removed 
immediately with a steel 
brush and the of fending area 
painted. 

Small holes can be 
patched with sheet metal 
then sealed with caulk.

I live in an apart- 
ment with one slanted wall 
in every room. Would a 
wallpaper border look odd 
on the three straight 
walls? 

An unusual feature 
such as a slanted wall amid 
three straight ones shouldn't 
necessarily be ignored 
when decorating. You can 
easily apply wallpaper bor- 
ders on all four walls with 
successful results, as long 
as you consider afew things 
before deciding on the bor- 
der and wall colour. For in- 
stance. Hf the border con- 
trusts sharply with the wall 
colour, 1 will draw atten- 
tron to the room's irregular 
shape. To avoid that, keep 
the tone of the wall colour 
and the background colour 
of the border similar.

If you are at 
all leery of heights, this 
should be left to a profes- 
sional roofer. 

Once again the flash- 
ing, vents and skylights 
should be closely inspected. 
Any leaves, twigs or detri- 
tus should be removed. The 
central drain should be clear 
and have a metal basket or 
cover installed to prevent it 
from becoming clogged. 

Tar and gravel flat 
roots are a combination ot 
tar paper that is laid, then 
covered in hot tar. Usually 
there will be five to seven 
layers« Mtarpaper, witheach 
layer covered by a coating 
of tar. The finished product 
is held tn place by a protec- 
tive layer of crushed stone 
that acts as ballast. 

The crushed stone 
also ‘protects the tar from 
degradation by ultraviolet 
rays. The gravel should be 
spread evenly over the root 
and, if it looks as if any has 
blown away. it should be 
replaced. Use a flexible gar- 
den rake tospreadthe gravel 
evenly, 

When bubbles stari 
to form on tar and gravel 
roofs, it means the tar coat- 
ing has separated from the 
tar paper and the moot should 
be replaced. 

Another sign of trou- 
ble that should tniggera pro- 
fessional inspection is moss 
growing on the roof. be- 
cause it indicates deteriora-

Others will even have a 
small well, or a waterfall 
set in the middle of the ter- 
race. 

As you can see, there 
is no limit to the style of 
such an addition to the 
house. The setting itself can 
be chosen just about any- 
where in the grounds. The 
terrace usually has a floor- 
ing different from the sur- 
rounding garden; there are 
just about as many ways of 
decorating such a terrace as 
there are people who want 
such a living-room out in 
the open. It's really up to 
you!

In late 1957 at the home 
and school meeting with Dr. 
David Burgess as president 
and Mrs. Ward Ellis, now 
Mrs. Walter Joss, as secre- 
tary it was discussed that 
there was a need for a Can- 
cer Organization. in 
Campbellford. 

Through the efforts of 
Ron Hazell a meeting was 
held in the Legion Hall with 
representatives from local 
organizations and from the 
Peterborough Unit of the 
Canadian Cancer Society. 
No president was named. 

At a meeting in 1958 
which took place in the Le- 
gion Hall, the following of- 
ficers were chosen for the 
Campbellford branch of the 
Canadian Cancer Society:

A. E. Toombs, vice-presi- 
dent; Murray Locke, secre- 
tary; Mrs. Don Bennett, 
treasurer.

$1,047.90. These proceeds 
are used for free transporta- 
tion for patients to Toronto 
and Peterborough and for 
help in homes of patients. 

Later the proceeds from 
canvassing and In 
Memoriams were used to 
pay for wigs, colostomy sup- 
plies, dressings and some 


drugs. Now with govern- 
ment involvement these 
needs are met through the 
Assistive Dévices Program 
and the Trillium Drug Plan. 
Transportation is still pro- 
vided free for cancer pa- 
tients and also for peer sup- 
port when patients can talk 
with trained volunteers who 
have successfully dealt with 
cancer,

cer Support Group was 
formed in 1995 by Eleanor 
Abram. Present facilitatoris 
Joanne Micallef. This group 
is a great help for newly- 
diagnosed patients.

When using any of 
these methods it is impera- 
tive that you follow closely 
the manufacturer's instruc- 
tions, Ask: your carpel 
dealer to recommend the 
brand you should use. 

Sometymes a tuft will 
joosen-and sprout from the 
carpet pile. When this hap- 
pens. don’t pull it out, In- 
stead. clip it carefully to 


make iteven withthe rest of 


the pile. 

The damage caused 
by minor cigarette of cigar 
burns can be minimized by 


our carpets 


slipping off the charred por- 
tion of the pile. It is a good 
idea to Keep excess pieces 
from installations for posst- 
ble use in repairs. [If the 
burn is excessive. retuffing 
may be necessary and this 
can be arranged by your 
dealer. 

To restore crushed 
pile. expose the crushed por- 
tion to the steam jet from a 
steam iron. Then brush 
lightly. Anytime you re not 
entertaining. use throw rugs 
in the really high traffic ar- 
eas such as doorways. 

If you don’t act 
quickly. it may be imposst- 
ble to refhove many types 
of stains. If the stain ts fluid, 
you should first soak it up 
with clean paper tissue or 
absorbent cloth, taking care 
not to rub any soil into the 
fabric. Ifxhe stain is semi- 
solid, scrape off the excess 
with a knife or spoon, then 
lightly blot the residue with 
a clean tissue or absorbent 
cloth. 


Use the right tools for plastering 


Plastering is a skill that 
ut first looks easy. Like 
many other renovation skills 
such as painting or laying 
tile. people assumic they can 
do it without first learning 
how. Magazine articles and 
TV shows with names Ike. 
“Anyone can plaster” or 
“Renovate your house ina 
weekend, “tendtoremiorce 
this assumption. 

\ skilled plasterer 
curmake lumps, bumps and 
ridges disappear by “feath- 
ermy them out with 
skillfully apphed coats of 
plaster. You can see the 
ridges formed by the joints 
ina poorly repaired ceiling 
because they form a rela- 
tively sharp angle and the 
light that hits them causes 
shadows 

The mdges can be 
“flattened” out by decreas- 
iy the degree of the angle. 

If. for instance there 
isahalt-inch dillerence be- 
tween one side of the repair 
and the other. vou can make 
that halt-imech disappear by 
spreading i out, grading 1. 
over [2 to 24 inches.

need to mix upa suff patch- 
ing plaster and the nght kind 
of tools. 

If you intend to do a 
lot of plastering you should 
have the night tools for the 
job. Fortunately a complete 
set should cost much less 
than a hundred dollars. 

Tostart with you will 
need u hawk. In plastering 
terms a hawk is a square 
piece of metal with a handle 
on the bottom. 

The hawk is used to 
hold plaster ;as you walk 
about or stand on a ladder. 
Then you will need a vari- 
ety of broad-bladed putty 
kniles. long towels, one al 
least one foot long. and fi- 
nally a sanding block 
mounted on an extension 
pole for sanding the ceiling. 

To do this kind ot 
heavy plastering youneed a 
stiff. strong plaster. You can 
use either a commercially 
available patching plaster 
or make your own by add- 
ing plaster of paris to 
premixed joint compound. 
The more plaster of paris 
you add to the jot com- 
pound the faster mt will 
stiffen and dry. 

Dont add more than 
a third plaster of pars tothe 
premixed, or it will rapidly 
become unworkable. Start 
otf with a quarter and see 
how 1 goes, 

Mix the plaster thor- 
ouvhly. 

KEEP. .PEASTER 
SMOOTH 


Start off by plaster- 
ing the side of the ndge 
which is visible. using the 
long trowel. at right angles 


to the ridge. This should 
spread out the half-inch dif- 
ference in height. over a 
foot. so that it no can longer 
be easily seen. Keep one 
end of the trowel firmly 
against the ridge and apply 
brute force to the trowel to 
keep the plaster smooth, 
pushing out any air bub- 
bles. If air bubbles remain 
in the plaster they cause 
small round holes as the 
plaster dries. 

You can continue to 
lessen the grade, or height 
of the ndge by moving the 
trowel back from the crest 
of the ridge and laying on 
another coat of plaster. 

Allow the plaster to 
dry and don’t be dismayed 
if you see small cracks or 
holes that have formed. The 
amount of plaster you ap- 
ply will determine the dry- 
ing time. Let it dry for at

least 24 hours or until the 
plaster is at normal room 
temperature. Wet or drying 
plaster will be colder than 
the surrounding surfaces. 

When the plaster has 
dried, use one of your putty 
knives to smooth off small 
projections of plaster. Then 
apply a coat of pre-muxed 
joint compound. This type 
of plaster sands easily. Re- 
member to force it on the 
patch with strength to dnve 
out any air bubbles in the 
plaster. 

If necessary. apply a 
third coat of plaster. Sand 
lightly using the sanding 
block mounted on the ex- 
tension pole. Don’t forget 
to wear a mask or respira- 
tor. Prime the patch with a 
flat white paint. If the ridge 
can still be seen, or there are 
any other defects, repeat Lae 
process.
